Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-1 1, 13-14 and 20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, alone or in combination, does not reasonably teach each and every limitation of claim 1 . 
In specific, the prior art of record does not reasonably suggest the collapse of the hollow 
substrate tube, but disintegrates the tubes, as argued by the applicant. Therefore, claims 2-11, 
14-14 and 20 are allowed by virtue of their dependency on claim 1 .
